Applicants' amendment dated 04/19/2004 has been received and entered. By the 
amendment, claims 28 and 30 are now pending in the application. 



Reasons for Allowance 

1 . Claims 28 and 30 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of prior art 
disclose, singly or combined, a transreflective display device comprising a transmissive reflector 
located behind a non-viewing surface of a display panel, a diffuser for diffusing ambient light 
originating from outside a housing to provide diffused-ambient light inside the housing, two or 
more devices for directing at least some of the diffused ambient light through the transmissive 
reflector and the non- viewing surface of the display panel, the two or more devices forming 
sidewalls and a backlight for supplementing the ambient light directed to the rear portion of the 
display panel as set forth in claim 28.
